SAFETY AND EFFICIENCY OF RAILROADS 
MENACED 
A bill to limit the len g th of train s is n ow pen d­ 
ing in the sen ate. Adv ocates of the bill claim 
tha t it is essen tial to adv an cin g the safety an d 
efficiency of rail operation . 
The tru th of the m atter, accordin g to J. Carter 
Fo rt, g en eral solicitor, Association of American 
Railroads, is that en actmen t of the bill, far from 
promotin g efficien cy an d safety , wou ld g reatly 
increa se the chan ce of train acciden ts, in terfere 
with stan dards of serv ice, an d directly raise by 
$150,000,000 an n u ally the operatin g ex pen ses of 
the railroads at a time when they are least able 
to foot the bill. 
The bill, Mr. Fort poin ts ou t, wou ld arbitrarily 
limit freig ht train s to 57 or 58 cars. This wou ld 
ma ke it larg ely impossible for the lin es to take 
a dv a nta g e 
of modern operatin g methods, which 
a re the basis of adequ ate an d econ omical serv ice 
to the pu blic, an d which hav e become possible as 
a result of scien tific dev elopmen ts an d ex pen di­ 
ture of v ast amou n ts of mon ey for the improv e­ 
ment of roadway an d equ ipmen t. 
In addition , du rin g the last ten y ears, in which 
leng ths of train s hav e been steadily in creased, 
the railroads hav e made an aston ishin g record in 
prev enting acciden ts. No in du stry has don e more 
to forward the safety of both workers an d pas­ 
seng ers—an d it is a fact, so far as the latter are 
co ncerned, that y ou are safer on a train than in 
y o ur home. If train s were shorten ed in len g th, 
it is believ ed that the acciden t hazard, especially 
in reg ard to g rade crossin g mishaps, wou ld be 
g rea tly in creased. 
The proposed bill, n o m atter how sin cere its 
backers, is an ex ample of the kin d of leg islation 


which opposes its own pu rposes—an d which, in 
the in terest‘of workers, in du stry an d the pu blic 
at larg e, shou ld be defeated. 


IF YOUR JOB WAS AT STAKE 
The priv ate au tomobile driv er has mu ch to 
learn , so far as safety is con cern ed, from the op­ 
erator of commercial v ehicles. 
From 19 27 to 19 34, the n u mber of passen g er 
cars reg istered in creased 7Vfe per cen t—while the 
n u mber of su ch cars in v olv ed in fatal acciden ts 
rose 55 per cen t. 
By con trast, du rin g the same period the n u m­ 
ber of tru cks in u se in creased 11 per cen t—while 
the n u mber in v olv ed in fatal acciden ts rose on ly 
5 per cen t. Similar fav orable records were made 
by bu ses an d tax icabs. 
The priv ate driv er is his own boss. 
He can 
take chan ces, g et in acciden ts, an d be as reckless 
an d in competen t as he pleases withou t losin g 
his “job”—u n less the au thorities step in . 
The 
commercial operator has to driv e safely —or look 
for an other callin g . The reckless an d in capable 
—driv er lasts abou t as lon g with a commercial 
v ehicle con cern as does a sn owball in Hades— 
an d the acciden t fig u res reflect that situ ation 
accu rately . 
If ev ery driv er adopted the attitu de that his 
job an d his liv elihood depen ded u pon his bein g 
safe an d competen t the acciden t toll wou ld g o 
in to a tail spin at on ce. As a m atter of fact, he 
has somethin g ev en more v ital at stake when ev er 
he takes the wheel—his life, an d the liv es of 
others. 
Thirty -fiv e thou san d people died u n ­ 
n ecessarily last y ear becau se of recklessly or in ­ 
competen tly driv en au tomobiles. Will that hap­ 
pen ag ain ?
